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Muskie Blasts Nixon 
On Watergate Tapes

“only the truth and the whole 
truth”

The House Judiciary Commit­ 
tee 
begins 
later 
this 
week 
examining 
privately 
evidence 
gathered 
by 
its 
140-member 
legal staff before opening the 
im peachm ent hearings to the 
public—including live television 
—in about two weeks. 
The committee has asked for 
scores of additional tapes and 
docum ents, 
beyond 
the 
42 
presid en tial conversations it 
subpoenaed. But White House 
aides Alexander M. Haig and 
James D. St. Clair said Sunday 
they felt the edited transcripts 
released last week was all the 
m aterial the committee needed 
for its investigation. 
Muskie, an early Democratic 
presidential candidate in 1972, 
suggested that it was a mistake 
for the White House to withhold 
any materials. 
“ I think that only the truth 
and the whole truth will help 
the President, if the truth is 
indeed on his side, as he says," 
Muskie said in an interview on 
'the NBC-TV Today show.

that

m aterial is withheld, to that 
ex ten t, 
(his) 
cred ib ility 
is 
underm ined.” 
The Maine Democrat said he 
felt the transcripts of presiden­ 
tial conversations released six 
'days ago by 'the White House 
conflicted 
with 
accounts 
by 
Nixon of what he said he did in 
handling the W atergate cover- 
up and exposing those reponsi- 
ble.

Hearst, editor in chief of the 
H earst Newspapers, said in a 
column Sunday: “Perhaps the 
kindest way of putting it, is

he stood convicted by his own 
words as a man who deliberate­ 
ly and repeatedly tried to keep 
the truth from the American 
people.” 
Virtually on the eve of the 
opening of the impeachm ent 
hearings, a split has already

Rep. Edward Hutchinson, R-

“This particular question of 
possible im peachm ent of the 
President of the United States 
should be of overriding im ­ 
port,” Railsback said. “If we 
decide that we need somebody’s 
testimony to really clear it up

Once again, the 10th Congres­ 
sional D istrict race ap p ears 
reasonably certain of being in­ 
cumbent Rep.

If each does not know the 
m easure of his opponent by now, 
he never will. In 1970 and 1972, 
Sharp also challenged Dennis as 
the district’s Democratic nomi­ 
nee, so if the Tuesday prim ary 
results go as political observers 
expect, it will be the third Den­ 
nis-Sharp race. 
Dennis. 61, a Richmond attor­ 
ney before he first was elected 
to Congress in 1968. has one 
opponent. He is Robert J. Luel­ 
len., New Castle, a Purdue Uni­ 
versity graduate, now working 
as a genealogist. 
Dennis Is Favored 
Although the popularity rating 
tor all incumbent congressmen 
is relatively low at the present 
time, there is no reason to be­ 
lieve Dennis, a highly-regarded 
member of the House Judiciary 
committee and a graduate of 
Earlham College and Harvard 
Law School, will not get the 
nomination. 
Sharp. 31, assistant professor 
ot political science at Ball State 
University and a former mem-

her of Sen. Vance Hartke’s le­ 
gislative staff, has four oppo­ 
nents including two whom he 
defeated in 1972 Also on the pri­ 
mary ballot with Sharp are Ran­ 
dall S. Harmon, a former one- 
term congressman from Muncie; 
Robert L. Murphy, a Muncie 
m u sician; Cloyce L. M angas, 
Richmond real estate man and 
a retired U.S. Army officer, and 
A. Greer Williams, Muncie a t­ 
torney who also has served as 
a court m agistrate. 
Since Dennis is a member of 
the House committee consider­ 
ing the possible impeachment of 
President Nixon, this issue is 
certain to have impact in the 
district even though Sharp says 
he has not tried to make it an 
issue. 
Inflation Issue 
Dennis voted with other m in­ 
ority Republicans against m a­ 
jority Democratic action reject­ 
ing Nixon’s transcripts and de­ 
manding the tapes themselves. 
He has said—as has Sharp—that 
the m ain issue in the district 
will be inflation and the cost of 
living. 
Dennis, in replying to W ater­ 
gate questions, says he would be 
reluctant to impeach and felt 
(he President, as any American 
citizen, should be considered in-

I was interested in two speeches made by 
Governor Bowen during the past week. One 
was concerning funding for better medical 
and 'health care1 in 'the state, and the other was 
in regard to the re-evaluating our thinking 
about education. 
In the first instance, Dr. Bowen pointed out 
there is a big effort among state leaders in 
regard to funding for a program which would 
encourage those seeking education in the 
field of medicine to' turn their thoughts to the 
role of family physician. This brought to mind 
the great effort of Philip Willkie in this 
direction, and the untiring effort he gave. 
With people like Governor Bowen now giving 
this support, perhaps we shall, see a. change in 
health care in the smaller communities 
across the state. 
In regard to the field of education for 
Indiana boys and girls who simply want a 
foundation for a good life, Dr. Bowen calls our 
thinking out of step with reality. The 
governor would have educators schedule for 
programming with less emphasis on the 
importance of the academic — turning 
attention to those youngsters who show’ 
aptitude in skills which the market now calls 
for. 
I agree with the governor most heartily. 
During the past few years, plumbers, 
mechanics, and carpenters have almost 
disappeared as kids rushed off to college and 
the academic life. Our society suffers for 
people who are able to fix things. The above 
occupations and other blue collar trades are 
just as important in our society as those in the 
professsions. 
Although a college education with aca­ 
demic emphasis is essential and desirable to 
many, it is not the only key to happiness and 
security. Young people ought to be made 
aware of other avenues, and our educational 
system ought to be geared along these lines.

Abraham Lincoln, in his political career, was noted 
for illustrating a serious situation with a tale of some 
sort. In regard to the school board s sudden dismissal 
of Superintendent Eugene Huddleston, I am reminded 
of an occurrance which I experienced during World 
War II. 
We were in pilot training, and I was one likely to 
become airsick during the early stages of the Primary 
Course. It was not unusual for me to suddenly crank 
open the window and heave overboard without any 
notice whatsoever. This created a cleanup job on the 
return of the airplane, and was sometimes most 
unaccommodating for the instructor, who did his 
instructing from the vulnerable rear seat. 
My Primary instructor was one who yelled a lot, 
who gave few instructions, and had a generally bad 
disposition. He wasn’t the most friendly fellow at the 
end of a flight which included the student becoming 
airsick, lie took exception to the ground rule that it 
was bad psychology for the student to clean up the 
plane, either. His staunch opinion was "you made the 
mess, you clean it up."

town Atlanta to a rural location 
at Cartersville, Ga., about 40 
miles to the northwest. When it 
moves, it will vacate 200 acres 
of some of the most valuable 
real estate in the nation. 
Charles 
W. 
Bastedo, 
senior 
vice 
president 
and 
general 
m anager of Atlantic Steel, said 
the company is going to hang 
onto 
those 
200 
acres 
and 
develop them into a complex of 
offices, businesses and high rise 
apartm ents, 
complemented 
with 
green 
areas 
and 
small 
lakes. 


Valuable Property 


In addition to being near the 
booming 
downtown 
Atlanta, 
area, the acreage occupied by 
the 72-yea.r-old firm lies near 
the intersection of two major 
interstate 
highways. 
Bastedo 
quoted real 
estate 
developers 
as estimating its value at about 
$150.000 an 
acre. That would 
make 
the 
tract 
worth

million. 


“ This is extremely valuable 
property,” said Bastedo. “ We

Nixon has launched 
an all-out campaign to shore up 
conservative bloc support in the 
Senate and the nation. 
Nixon’s aides stress that the 
President does not expect to be 
impeached. If anything, they 
now believe that he is riding 
out the storm, that the country 
is weary of Watergate and 'they 
see the light at. the end of 'the 
tunnel. 
White House offidials did not 
conceal their elation over the 
acquittal of former cabinet 
officials John N. Mitchell and 
Maurice Stans in the New York 
conspiracy trial. They believe it 
gives the President a big leg up 
in trying to rebut former White 
House counsel John W. Dean 
III who had testified that he 
told the President about the 
coverup and called it a “cancer 
growing on the presidency.” 
GOP Conservatives 
But the President’s hard core 
efforts are now concentrated on 
bolstering 
somewhat eroded 
loyalty among Republican con­ 
servatives. 
For a lift after months of 
Watergate worries, Nixon could 
not have hit better political pay 
dirt than his trip to Jackson, 
Miss, last week where he was 
triumphantly received in one of 
the warmest receptions since 
his 1972 reelection campaign. 
The adulation of thousands 
cheered him immensely and 
buoyed, his aides. 
On his .flight to Mississippi, 
he had separate talks with the 
state’s two powerful senators— 
John C. Stennis, chairman of 
the Armed Services Committee 
and James 0. Eastland, the 
president pro tempore of the 
Senate. 
One of the aides frankly said 
it was a move to “massage” 
his supporters and to hold them 
in his camp should he go 
through an impeachment ordeal, 
this summer.

Upon arriving in the States, 
Mrs. Reyes stayed for a short 
time with a niece in Iowa. She

Chi caco Lying In Hospital for 
18 months. By this tim e one 
of her daughters joined her and 
they travelled to various places 
including New York searching 
for a place to establish their 
home. None of the large cities 
appealed to Mrs Reyes. She did 
not feel they were safe places 
for the fam ily.

Angeles to be near the point 
of entry for the rest of the 
fam ily who joined them one a t 
a 
tim e 
over the 
next 
three 
years. 
Dr. 
Reyes 
graduated 
from 
Medical school and was licensed 
to p ractice a t the tim e when 
the Pillippines w ere still under 
A m erican control. They found 
that the s ta te of Indiana offered 
reciprocity to such doctors and 
he was granted a license with 
no fu rth er training required. 
They first lived in Huntington, 
Indiana w here Dr. Reyes was 
an associate to another surgeon. 
“ We thought we should be in­ 
dependent and decided to look 
for a place w here a surgeon 
m ight be needed,” Mrs. Reyes 
said.
